AN ACT Relating to changes in calling burn bans on solid fuel
bur ni ng devi ces; and anendi ng RCW 70. 94. 473.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW70.94.473 and 2007 ¢ 339 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Any person in a residence or conmercial establishnent which has
an adequat e source of heat w thout burning wood shall:

(a) Not burn wood in any solid fuel burning device whenever the
departnment has determ ned under RCW 70.94.715 that any air pollution
epi sode exists in that area;

(b) Not burn wood in any solid fuel burning device except those
whi ch are either Oregon departnent of environnental quality phase Il or
United States environnental protection agency certified or certified by
the departnent wunder RCW 70.94.457(1) or a pellet stove either
certified or issued an exenption by the United States environnental
protection agency in accordance with Title 40, Part 60 of the code of
federal regulations, in the geographical area and for the period of
time that a first stage of inpaired air quality has been determ ned, by
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the departnent or any authority, for that area. A first stage of
inpaired air quality is reached when((+

) a first stage of inpaired air quality has been in force and
has not been sufficient to reduce the increasing fine particul ate
pollution trend((+)) .

((+H))) fine particulates are at an anbient |evel of ((sixty))
twenty-five m crograns per cubic neter neasured on a twenty-four hour
average((+)). and

(((++))) forecasted neteorol ogical conditions are not expected to
allow levels of fine particulates to decline below ((sixty)) twenty-
five mcrograns per cubic nmeter for a period of ((ferty—eight)) twenty-
four hours or nore from the time that the fine particulates are
measured at the trigger |evel.

(ii) A second stage burn ban may be called without calling a first
stage burn ban only when all of the follow ng occur and shall require
the departnent or the local air pollution control authority calling a
second stage burn ban under this subsection to conply wth the
requi renents of subsection (4) of this section:

(A) Fine particulate levels have reached or exceeded twenty-five
m crograns per cubic neter, neasured on a twenty-four hour average;

(B) Meteorological conditions have caused fine particulate |evels
to rise rapidly;

(C Meteorological conditions are predicted to cause fine
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particulate levels to exceed the thirty-five mcrograns per cubic
neter, neasured on a twenty-four hour average, wthin twenty-four
hours; and

(D) Meteorological conditions are highly likely to prevent
sufficient dispersion of fine particulate.

£3y)) Actions of the departnent and local air pollution control
authorities under this section shall preenpt actions of other state

agencies and |ocal governnents for the purposes of controlling air
pol lution fromsolid fuel burning devices, except where authorized by
chapter 199, Laws of 1991.

(3) The departnent or any local air pollution control authority
that has called a second stage burn ban under the authority of
subsection (1)(c)(ii) of this section shall, wthin ninety days,
prepare a witten report describing:

(a) The neteorological conditions that resulted in their calling
the second stage burn ban;

(b) Whether the agency could have taken actions to avoid calling a
second stage burn ban without calling a first stage burn ban; and

(c) Any changes the departnent or authority is meking to its
procedures of calling first stage and second stage burn bans to avoid
calling a second stage burn ban without first calling a first stage
burn ban.

After consulting with affected parties, the departnent shal
prescribe the format of such a report and nmay also require additional
information be included in the report. All reports shall be sent to
the departnent and the departnent shall keep the reports on file for
not less than five years and available for public inspection and
copying in accordance with RCW 42. 56. 090.

(4) The departnent and local air pollution control authorities
shall evaluate the effectiveness of the burn ban prograns contained in
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this section in avoiding fine particulate levels to exceed thirty-five
m crograns _per cubic neter, neasured on a twenty-four hour average, and
provide a joint report of the results to the |eqislature by Septenber
1, 2011.
